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When we speak of a "first 
Thanksgiving" we usually think of 
that memorable day celebrated by 
New Englanders nearly three cen- 
turies ago. However, in the year 
.1908, in a remote district in the 
hills of the Ozark Mountains, there 
was celebrated another first Thanks- 
giving. 

Upon to this particular day very 
few people of the region had ever 
heard of our present custom of keep- 
ing Thanksgiving Day or of 
that first Thanksgiving about which 
historians have written and poets 
have sung. This fact is not to be 
wondered at, for the Ozark inhabi- 
tants lived nearly forty miles from a 
railway station and several miles 
from a post office. Daily papers and 
other publications seldom visited 
their neighborhood. 

Planting and harvesting, fatten- 
ing porkers, raising poultry and 
keeping cows, furnished them with 
sufficient employment and a bounti- 
ful livelihood. Neighborhood gath- 
erings, neighborhood gossip, rearing 
their own families (and helping to 
tear their neighbors' ) spiced their 
lives to such an extent that they 
required little excitement from the 
outside world. The mania to go 
their neighbors "one better" had 
not eaten its way into the peaceful 
solitude of this community Every- 
body was content to let well enough 
alone. The little log school house 
was still considered sufficient, and 
most of the teachers bad not gone 
beyond the three R'a. One day, 
however, came a new teacher, and 
ahe was decidedly different. 

Presently each resident was in 
receipt of an invitation to meet at 
the schoolhouse on a certain 
Thursday "to celebrate Thanks- 
giving." This was not the first 
time the teacher had given them 
cause to wonder. To begin with, 
she had sought the acquaintance 
and friendship of the parents of 
every child she enrolled that had not 
boasted her presence ? That she 
had asked them to come was enough, 
and they began with zeal to make 
ready for this entirely new 
occasion. Turkeys were penned, 
choice hams were laid by, the big- 
gest, yellowest, pumpkins were 
hunted, sweet potatoes were dug 
and brought to the cellars, and 
favorite pickles and presrves were 
set aside. New clothes were made 
or "Sunday best" garments gone 
over and freshened. 

The day before Thanksgiving 
there was a stir in every household. 
Never was such a baking of pies 
and cakes and roasting of turkeys, 
chickens and hams. When night 
fell, little was left for the parents to 
do in helping to make the next day 
• success. Nor had teacher and 
pupils been idle. 

They had little to work with, but 

Miss 's ingenuity, together 

with a contribution from her meager 
salary, accomplished wonders. The 
children's enthusiasm was even 
greater than their parents. The 
tiny log schoolhouse was scrubbed 
until it was immaculate. The stove 
was polished, the walls were paper- 
ed. Autumn flowers and leaves 
abounded. For the first time in its 
history the inside of that log cabin 
looked Inviting and cozy. Nothing 
had been left undone to make the 
parents happy. The smiling faces 
of the children and the warm hand- 
clasps of tbe teacher assured a wel- 
come. 

The small room would not 
accommodate all the guests, but 
those who could not get in gathered 
outside around the door and the 
two windows. The program opened 
with a prayer by the residing 
preacher, after which he read an 



article on '' The First Thanksgiving 
Day." The teacher's father made a 
short address. The children enter- 
tained with Thanksgiving songs, 
recitations, dialogues, etc. At 
twelve o'clock all adjourned for din- 
ner — and such a feast! Surely no 
neighborhood ever had more reason 
to give thanks for a bountiful har- 
vest, nor was there ever one more 
thankful and happy. Under a 
warm sunny sky the dinner was 
spread on the ground south of the 
building. At this feast were no 
strangers, but one big community 
family. 

The afternoon was spent in sing- 
ing old familiar songs and in speech- 
making. The expressions evoked 
by the occasion from these kind, 
sincere, hospitable people, were 
worthy and touching. In all re- 
spects, it was a memorable "first 
Thanksgiving Day." — Catherine E.

I have known instan- 
ces where stablemen declared that 
the horses in their charge had 
never heen known to take a lest in 
that maimer, hut always slept 
Standing. In some of these 
instances the animal were constant 
ly under human watchfulness day 
and night, and in other cases the 
conclusions were arrived at because 
no marks of the bedding weie ever 
found upon their coats. I now 
recall an instance of a horse that. 
stood in a stall near the entrance 
of a livery Stable. No one ever 
saw that animal lyinu down within 
a period of IS years, and he 
Anally died standing."

The removal from Cosgwell Hall 
to the new school at, West Hartford 
look place on Monday, November 
14lh Although the lack of steam 
heat in Cogswell Hall has made its 
occupancy rather uncomfortable 
the past few weeks, the departure 
was made with many a regretful 
sigh on the part of those who have 
made I heir home there for so many- 
years. This marks the tinal leave 
taking of this historic spot by the 
dozen members of the school family 
at present tin duty. The ultimate 
disposition of Cogswell Hall is as 
yet undecidetl, although it is rumor 
etl that it will be used as a board- 
ing house for the female clerks of 
the Hartford Fire Iusuiance Co. 
The old gymnasium and trades 
liuiltlinir has been equipped with an 
elevator and will be used as a stor- 
age plscn for paper stock. 

The officers of the Hartford Fire 
ami the Hartford Accideut and In- 
demnity company have made a 
wonderful transformation in the 
old grounds since taking it over. 
The Old reservoir has been levelled 
and the site included in the new 
development. The Hartford Kirn 
moved into its new plant Novem 
ber 5th. The new building looks 
more like an art museum or a libra 
ary or government building than it 
does like an office building. The 
main building embodies the best 
features of colonial architeotuie and 
is not surpassed in Haitford as an 
architectural adornment. The 
buildings and recreation grounds 
cover nearly twenty acres and ex- 
tensive planting of trees and shrubs 
make an unsurpassed setting. 

Tbe athletic and recreation fea- 
tures in the heart o( Hartford are 
probably equalled by few large eoi 
poralions anywhere. The grounds 
include provision for baseball, live 
tennis courts, outdoor Raskut ball 
courts for both sexes, croquet, bowl- 
ing ou the green, and may be used 
for Niimmei garden parties. The 
former pupils of Ihe American 
School will hardly recouniae the 
spot after it has undergone these 
comprehensive changes. Another 
improvement will be Ihe extension 
of Broad Stieel through the grounds 
east of the main building, not far 
from the Universalis!, Church. 

The Uartfoid Times for Novem- 
bei 5th piloted a picture of the uew 
school in West Hartford at Hie pre 
sent stage of eonstiuet.ion, and has 
the following to say in detail regard- 
ing the plant : 

The great $800,000 home of the 
American School for Ihe Deaf in 
West Hat I ford is practically com 
pleted, and it is hoped to have the 
entire school in session there by the 
lirst of the year. The graduating 
class of the school is already leceiv 
ing instruction in the new building, 
and by the last of November the 
advanced department, including 
sixty pupils, will be moved there, if 
the work of finishing the school 
proceeds at. its present, rate there 
will be about 175 pupils 

The building is nine tenths of a 
mile north of West Hartford center, 
and is placed sufficiently far back 
from the road to penult the layout 
of an attractive and park-like ap 
proach. The school owns a tract of 
ninety acres, and the entire property 
is situated in one of the most, desir 
able residential section of the town 
Shortly lo the south of the tract is 
the fast developing West Hartford 
Heights section, ami about an equal 
distance to the north is Trout 
brook, along which It is planned to 
lo lay out a boulevard at some 
future date 

The building is of brick and title 
construction, three stories high, and 
the main section is 884 feet long, 
Running off from this main section 
are three wings. In the southern 
wing the older girls attending the 
school will bo boated, and the older 
boys' dormitory will be in the north 
wing. The central wing contains 
the dining room on the ground floor 
and an audilortum on the second 
floor In throe separate buildings, 
which aie connected with the main 
section by arcades, will be the prim- 
ary rooms of Ihe school, the kitchen 
and the industrial instruction room, 
respectively. In the latter building 
will also be the school laundry and 
the healing plant. Instruction in 
sewing, carpentry, and printing is 



carried on in the industrial depart- 
ment of the school. 

On the second floors of the dor- 
mitory sections there are rooms 
where the supervisors sleep adja 
cent to the sleeping quartan of the 
children. Inasmuch as these pupils 
are deaf, it is necessary to have an 
instructor or supervisor near (hem 
at night to wake them yi case of an 
'omergency. 

A FIRK PROOF BUILDING 

However, the entire school has 
been made as nearly Are- proof as 
possible This feature of the school 
has been one of the chief points the 
Board of Trustees has had in mind 
for many" years, as it has been felt- 
that in a school of this nature a 
building should be provided where 
danger from fire is reduced lo a 
minimum. The floors are of con- 
crete, leiufoiced, and the various 
sections are divided by fireproof 
doors. The roof aud roof supports 
are of fire proof construction and 
the shingles are of slate. The 
wood trim throughout has been cul 
down as far as possible, ami there is 
practically nothing but the furni 
ture in the school that can burn. 

Thete are twenty-three class 
rooms in the main section of the 
school, aud at the main entrance on 
the right are the administration 
offloe of Principal Frank R. Wheel 
er. At the left there is a reception 
room and the school library. On 
the second floor of the main section 
there are classrooms and study 
halls 

The school has a capacity o/ 200 
pupils at present, and by utilizing 
rooms on the third floor, which aie 
to be left unfinished now, there will 
be room for 250. The entire plant 
has been designed to take c.tre of 
all the deaf and dumb children of 
this State. 

CREDIT TO THE STATE 

As William R C. Corson, a mem- 
ber ot the Board of Directors, said 
in discussing the new school : "Wo 
have tried to etect a school that will 
be a credit to the State of Connecti- 
cut, that will be permanent, ade- 
quate, sanitary and economical to 
maintain. 1 believe we have accom- 
plished our purpose in the building 
I hat is now almost completed at 
West Hartford." 

Isaac A. Allen, Jr., is the archi- 
tect of the new school with William 
A. Boring, of N.ew York, as con- 
sulting architect. Mollis L. Candee 
has laid out a complete) plain for 
the landscape devlopeineui of the 
grounds, but tbe Directors have 
resrved his for the future in order 
tO economize and have let a con 
tract to C. 0. Kilby, Inc. , for grad- 
ing that is Immediately necessary. 
The Portetis- Walker Company 
has the general eon tract for the 
building and the sub-oontr.itors are 
as follows : Ptombiog, Jaooh 
Lyons & Sons; elect tic, Baorar A- 
Company] heating, Clayton T.

By far the hug est timepiece iu 
the world is ibe Colgate clock in 

Jersey City, Now Jersey. Ls lace 
can be read easily in downtown 
New Yoik, across Ihe Hudson River. 
The dial is thirty eight feet in 
diameter, with an area of 1,134 
square feet. The minute hand is 
almost twenty feet long, and tbe 
tip of it travel- more than half ,» 
mile a day. The weight of the 
clock is about six tons. 

The next largest clock is in the 
tower of the Metropolitan Building 
New York City, the dials of which 
have a diameter of twenty six and 
a half feet, an 1 mliiuie hands seven 
teen feet lone. 

The clock in the City Hall, Phil.i- 
delphia, Is entitled to third place, 
its dials measuring twenty live feet; 
but it ranks lirst in height, the dial 
center being three hundred and 
sixty-two feet from the ground, 
which is about twelve feet higher 
than the Metropolitan clock. 

"Bit; Ben," as the famous clock 
in Wesi minster, London, is popular 
ly called, is the fourth largest lime 
piece, and Until the Philadelphia 
monster was en cted in 1899, ll 
held the premier place in - 

The custom house tower in Boston 
eotains the most recent addition lo 
the w< rld's huge clocks, the dills 
being twenty one and a halt feet in 
diameter, and the minute hands 
fourteen and a half feet in length. 
All of these enormous clocks keep 
accurate time,

THK STORY OF A UNIQUE SERVICE 
BEING RENDERED BY ONE OF OUR 
HOME MISSIONARIES AND AN 
APPEAL FOR CO OPERATION IN THIS 
WORTH WHILE WORK. 

Did you ever stop to consider how 
much you would lose if you should 
be bereft of your hearing aud thus 
be denied the privilege of listening 
to the voice of friends a,ud loved 
ones, hymns aud other favorite 
music, earnest gospel sermons and 
other spiritual appeals ? 

There are approximately 36,000 
such persons in the territory of the 
Southern Baptist Convention and 
though for fifteen years tne Home 
Mission Board has been seeking to 
administer to their spiritual needs 
through the appointment of a mis- 
sionary to the deaf, the inadequacy 
of this ministry can be readily 
recognized when the one general 
evangelist of ■the Board assigned to 
this character of work, Rev. J. W. 
Michaels, is compelled to serve the 
interests of this large number of 
people scattered throughout the 
principal towns and cities of the 
eighteen States comprising the terri- 
tory of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention. 

Brother Michaels has done a 
wonderful work during the years of 
sacrificial service he has given to his 
ministry among his fellows who 
have been bereft of their hearing, 
and while the Home Mission Board 
pays the necessary traveling ex- 
pense of special helpers whom 
Brother Michaels calls to his assis- 
tance from time to time, the re- 
sources of the Board will not permit 
the payment of a salary to local 
workers that would enable them to 
give any considerable portion of 
their time to leading Bible classes, 
conducting other special services for 
the deaf, visiting them from time to 
time and rendering other pastoral 
services such as are given members 
of Christian churches"Who havte not 
suffered this affliction. 

Accordingly, Brother Michaels 
has asked the writer to do what he 
could in calling the matter of the 
great need of special workers among 
the deaf to the attention of the local 
churches in our chief cities where 
the larger part of the deaf population 
resides, and see if those churches 
would not be glad to make up a 
special sum that would be sufficient 
to pay a small salary to a worker 
among the defff of the city. For 
many reasons it would be hepful if 
such a worker 'could hear, but at the 
same time bad such a knowledge of 
the sigh language as would enable 
him to interpret sermons and other 
religious addresses to deaf persons 
assembled in the congregations 
where sermons aud addresses are de- 
livered, Brother Michaels' daughter, 
Mrs. S. Douglas Johuson, of Dallas, 
serves in Ihis capacity at the First 
Baptist Church of that city, and 
thus the deaf persons attending that 
congregation have the privilege of 
enjoying the sermons of Pastor 
Truett at the same time the other 
members of the church do. Several 
deaf persons have been led, under 
Dr. Truett's and Mrs. Johnson's 
ministry to accept Christ as their 
Savior, and Mrs Johnson has inter- 
preted the words of the pastor at the 
baptism to the candidates and thus 
they realize fully the import of the 
step they are talcing. 

Many local churches are support- 
ing a missionary in foreign fields, 
Brother Michaels points out, and he 
is persuaded that collectively the 
Baptist churches of our larger cities 
would be glad of the privilege ol 
paying the salary of a worker among 
the deaf of their cities if tire matter 
were only called to their attention. 
He believes $50 a month would be a 
very modest sum for such worker, 
for main demands would be made 
upon his or her time In addition to 
the preparation of the Sunday school 
lesson and special addresses, though 
he adds that $25 per month would 
lie a very welcome contribution. 
Inasmuch as all funds subscribed to 
the 75 Million Campaign have al- 
ready been allocated, it would be 
needful that whatever sum is invested 
in this work should be raised over 
and above the payments to the Cam- 
paign, but inasmuch as this would 
form a very valuable bit of city mis- 
sionary work and the amount requir- 
ed is so modest, it is not believed any 
of our cities would find any difficulty 
in providing the funds, once tbe 
churches became vitally interested in 
the matter. So far as the writer is 
informed, no other denomination is 
carrj ing on such a work in the South 
and by reason of having taken the 
initiative Baptists have an excellent 
opportunity to enlarge upon it. 

Sunday school classes for the deaf 
are organised in about forty of the 
leading cities and towns oT the 
South, Brother Michaels reports, 
bnt he rightly feels that our deaf 
people are entitled to a larger minis* 
try than this, as they are hungry for 
tbe gospel and a special spiritual ser- 
vice along many lines. Among the 
cities where classes for the deaf have 
organized in the Baptist 
churches are Washington, Balti- 
more, Richmond, Norfolk and 
Staunton, Va., Durham arid Char- 
lotte, N. C, Columbia -and Green- 
ville, S. C, Atlanta, 'Birmingham, 
Nashville, Memphis, Knoxville and 
Bristol, Term , Little Rock, Foil 
Smith and Van Buren, Ark., Okla 
home City and Tulsa, Okla., Kansas 
City aud Fulton Mo., and Dallas, 



Fort Wor% Houston, Austin, San 
I Antonio, Waco, Temple and Denton, 
j Tex. In only two of these places 
j do the leaders among the deaf re- 
ceive any compensation for their 
services 

Looking to a larger service of our 
deaf-mutes in the future, Brother- 
Michaels is engaged in the prepara- 
tion of a lexicon of the sign language 
which he hopes to have published 
soon and adopted as a text book in 
the Baptist seminaries of the South, 
in the hope that candidates for the 
ministry and other forms of Christian 
service will master the sign language 
and thus be prepared to serve deaf 
people wherever tbey find them, 
whether in the home or foreign fields, 
for the sign language is a universal 
language. 

Brother Michaels was uot boru 
deaf. When a lad of seven be con- 
tracted erysipelas in a Confederate 
hospital camp at Richmond, Va., 
and while convalescent contracted a 
cold. He believes this affected the 
drums of his eaa»and shortly after 
that when he returned home from 
an artillery practice — he had stood 
very near the cannon during the 
firing — he found that he 90uld not 
hear his mother wheu she spoke to 
him, thus discovering for the first 
Jiuie that he was deaf. He believes 
the shock of the cannonading 
ruptured the drums of his ears. 

The future evangelist later attend- 
ed the Virginia School for the Deaf, 
from which he graduated, and then 
took a three-year course at Gallaudet 
College, Washington, D. C, after 
which he became an instructor in 
his alma mater. Some time later he 
went to Arkansas as the principal of 
the State School for the Deaf and 
taught there 25 years, employing his 
spare time in ministering to the 
deaf people of his State in spiritual 
matters. Finally, he was persuaded 
God had called him to preach to the 
deaf, and he was ordained to the 
ministry at Little Rock, the late 
Governor James P. Eagle, also a 
Baptist miuister, serving as moder- 
ator of the ordaining council 

For the last fifteen years Brother 
Michaels has been employed by the 
Home Mission Board as a general 
evangelist to the deaf, a work to 
which he hope, to give the remain- 
der of his years. He does not be- 
lieve his work will ever attain the 
results it should, nor be placed upon 
the most permanent and efficient 
basis, until local workers have been 
employed by the local churches to 
carry on a ministry among tbe deaf 
.in the long intervals that elapse be- 
ween the visit of the Southwide evan- 
gelist —Frank E. Burkkalter, 
Home and Foreign Fields.
